ORF to NAm in English at 0130 on 9870 gets splashed by 
unID Arabic on 9865 (Bob Thomas, CT, April 10, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

**x BELARUS’. 7210, R. Belarus’ International, April 8 0159-0222. 
Interval signal, confirmed by comparison to Al Quaglieri’s great 
collection at http://www.albany.net/~alcue/ (thanks, Al). 0200 Start 
of English language transmission. Talk by man. Not certain of content 
due to poor signal. 0215 Slow traditional music. 0219 Talk by man 
with frequent mention of Belarus’. Poor signal (SINPO 23222) and 
relatively low audio. No parallels noted. This is my first log of 
them in many years (Jim Evans, TN, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


*x CAMBODIA [non]. CLANDESTINE from TAIWAN to CAMBODIA: 15455, Voice 
of Justice. A carrier was opened Sat April 7 at 0934 on 15455, and 
strange enough, I heard at around 0957 AWR signing on for V of Hope 
in Chinese, which is supposed to be on 15450! This momentary chaos 


ended up at 1001 with a female voice abruptly giving ID and reading a 
schedule in presumably Khmer with a clear mention of Samleng 
Yuttethoa. That was followed by 2 male voices in succession, whereby 
the latter was apparently a short speech. At 1007 a folk song by a 
female voice then at 1012 a long talk by female voice till 1048 
where every thing was washed out from the band including the carrier, 
SINPO/44444. I later checked 15450 to find about V of Hope; it was 
still operating in Mandarin till signing off at around 1100 with 
SINPO/44444 (Mahmud Fathi, Philippines, Cumbre DX via DXLD) 


**x CANADA. I hear [CHNX] the 50 watt with dipole of 50 feet, on 6130, 
way in background, but with discernible audio behind VOA English at 
0030 (Bob Thomas, CT, April 6, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*xx CHINA [non]. CRI’s English at 2300 on 5990 via Cuba still exists, 
as reconfirmed April 12 at 2330; not bad reception, either. Missing 
from BBCM schedule (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


*x COLOMBIA. April 12 at 0523 found some kind of religious dialog in 
Spanish with jazzy background music on 11950 -fA actually measured 
about 11949.44, so that rang a bell as the off-frequency 5975 
station, often hetting BBC earlier in the evening. Sure enough, also 
heard \\ 5974.72 or so. Signal strength of the two was roughly equal, 
unusual for a fundamental/harmonic pair. 0527 hymn of praise, 0535 
distorted announcement, 0536 timecheck for 12:36 de la madrugada, 
‘...victoria a dios’*. No ID heard, but this would be R. AutEntica, 
Villavicencio, which I see LA-DX last reported on the other side of 
5975. I recall years ago this transmitter was also heard on 3rd and 
Ath harmonics, maybe 5th too? So check around 17925, 23900, 29875 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Judges cordon off US Navy radio transmitters in Naples | 
Excerpt from report by Italian radio on 13 April 


The Vatican Radio problem: [Environment] Minister [Willer] Bordon, 
after the government rejected his hard-line position, has spoken 
again about the matter, complaining he had been left alone. In the 
meantime, still on the subject of electromagnetic pollution, another 
front was opened. Pierluigi Ferrari reports 


[Reporter] Twelve radio antennae on the Camaldoli hill in Naples have 
been cordoned off by the judges. One of these transmission sites 
belongs to the US Navy, and broadcasts music for the American troops 
based in the Mediterranean. This is what [Agriculture] Minister 
[Alfonso] Pecoraro Scanio meant when he spoke about NATO antennae. 


The US Navy [English in original] said they asked long ago for the 
transmission site to be transferred elsewhere, without obtaining any 
answer. The judges' decision was taken after measurements by the 
Naples local authority revealed that electromagnetic emissions 
figures were by far higher than those allowed by the law. 


In the meantime, Environment Minister [Willer] Bordon has spoken 
again about the Vatican Radio problem: I have been left alone, he 
said, speaking about the deafening silence of the non-Catholic left 
wing... 


To comfort Bordon, opinion polls have been released suggesting the 
Italians are afraid of electromagnetic waves, and that they are on 
his side in the dispute with the Vatican.

U.S. Navy transmitters shut down in Italy over health concerns 
The Associated Press 4/13/01 10:27 AM 


NAPLES, Italy (AP) -- An Italian judge has pulled the plug on 
broadcasts of two radio transmitters of the U.S. Navy, saying their 
electromagnetic emissions pose a health threat. 


Lt. Fred Kuebler, a spokesman for the U.S. Naval Support Activity, 
said Friday that the transmitters of the American Forces Network were 
shut down on March 30, along with 10 other transmitters belonging to 
local Italian radio stations. 


Earlier this week, the Italian environment minister had threatened to 
take Vatican Radio off the air if it didn't comply with strict 
Italian regulations governing electromagnetic emissions. 


Vatican Radio said it would reduce its broadcasts beginning Monday 
and was given until the end of the month to comply fully. 


The decision over the U.S. transmitters came after tests ordered by 
the Environment Ministry showed that the emissions were above Italian 
standards. 


Kuebler said the broadcasts were within the limits set in the 
original agreement with the Italian Communications Ministry, which 
allows higher levels of transmission than those set by the 
Environment Ministry. 


"We got caught in the middle," he said. 


American Network Forces [sic], which provides U.S.-based radio 
broadcasts to American troops in Europe, has appealed the decision. A 
hearing is scheduled for April 18. 


The U.S. antenna tower with the two transmitters is located on the 
property of a 16th century monastery in Camaldoli, on the hills 
overlooking Naples. There are at least 66 antennas on the hills, 
according to a recent study by the town council. 


Kuebler said that the American Forces Network has been trying to move 
out of the area for a sesquiyear, but has yet to receive building 
permits from Naples’ town officials (AP via Mike Cooper, DXLD)

Vatican Radio director "perplexed" by Italian government's actions | 
Text of statement by Vatican Radio director of programmes Fr Federico 
Lombardi, broadcast by Vatican Radio on 11 April 


[Lombardi] Vatican Radio has already announced the reduction by 50 
per cent of the time it broadcasts on mediumwave, from Easter Monday, 
and naturally it will keep this commitment, which is another 
important step in its concrete willingness to, above all, give those 
who are worried the calm they deserve. We reiterate that the correct 
forum for seeking solutions and the necessary decisions is the 
bilateral commission [for Italy-Vatican relations], which represents 
the Italian government as a whole, not a single ministry. We also 
reiterate that for a correct procedure, and in order to find lasting 
solutions, joint measurements are necessary - that is, measurements 
carried out by Italian and Vatican experts together, measurements 
agreed by the bilateral commission but not yet carried out, certainly 
not because of a lack of willingness and readiness on our part, but 
which can all the same be carried out very promptly. In conclusion, 
we point out that the data from the unilateral tests by the 
Environment Ministry were not communicated to us, and it is essential 
to know exactly where and when they were carried out, both to 
evaluate them in the light of a correct interpretation of Italian 
law, as well as to contribute to an effective search for technical 
solutions. The fact that this data, on the basis of which it is 
intended to take extremely serious decisions, were released to the 
press - and in conflicting versions, as well - but were not even 
officially communicated to us for an informed technical discussion, 
is a fact which leaves us very perplexed.

Italian cabinet split over Vatican Radio affair | Text of report in 
English from Italian news agency ANSA web site 


Rome, 11 April: Premier Giuliano Amato today suspended an ordinance 
signed by his environment minister in the clearest demonstration yet 
of the split within the cabinet over the Vatican Radio electrosmog 
controversy. 


Amato took the radical step after Environment Minister Willer Bordon 
last night signed an ordinance threatening to close down the 
Vatican's radio network if it failed to reduce its electromagnetic 
emissions by midnight on Monday [16 April]. 


Vatican Radio later issued a statement saying it took note of Amato's 
prompt action, which it said tried "to restore a single line" in the 


Italian government’s position. 


In the same statement, the network's director of programming, Father 
Federico Lombardi, confirmed that Vatican Radio would stand by its 
commitment to reduce mediumwave transmissions from Monday and to look 
for a lasting solution to the controversy. 


Bordon signed the contentious ordinance last night even though talks 
between Italy and the Holy See yesterday produced a Vatican promise 
to reduce electrosmog levels. 


But because the Vatican had already agreed to cut its transmission 
signals in any case, newspapers today interpreted the signing of the 
ordinance by Bordon as muscle-flexing designed to make sure the radio 
network kept its word. 


Yesterday Bordon met Amato and Foreign Minister Lamberto Dini, who 
were worried the environment minister's tough stance against the 
Vatican could cause a political rupture in its relations with Italy. 


As a result Bordon softened his stance noticeably today, saying he 
would allow Vatican Radio an extra day to reduce its electromagnetic 
emissions so that Easter programmes could go ahead as scheduled. 


"Like many other people I too like to listen to the Pope's words on 
Easter Day and Easter Monday," Bordon said on the sidelines of a 
conference on genetically modified organisms. 


The minister said the request to shift the deadline had come from the 
people of Cesano, the village north of Rome where Vatican Radio has 
its powerful transmitter station, which beams programmes all around 
the world. 


People from Cesano and the nearby Santa Maria in Galeria have 
protested recently about the levels of electrosmog from the Vatican 
antennas, claiming their health is at risk. 


A team of experts sponsored by both the Vatican and Italy recently 
measured electromagnetism in the area and found it to be well over 
legal limits in several areas. 


The Italian bishops’ daily Avvenire today criticised the Green 
minister for his aggressive approach, saying he showed "more of a 
vocation for propaganda than an aptitude for statesmanship." In a 
further effort to calm tempers, Bordon also said he intended to push 
for a special fund to help fund the technical changes that Vatican 
Radio would now have to implement. 


He said he was willing to cough up the first million lire himself. 


There is considerable disagreement in scientific circles as to how 
dangerous electrosmog is. Some experts say prolonged exposure to high 
levels can contribute to setting off cancer, others say this is not 
backed up by evidence. 


Health Minister Umberto Veronesi, a renowned cancer expert, has said 
that alarm over electrosmog is excessive and that it does not merit 
being a priority in government campaigns to improve the nation’s 
health.

Foreign Minister praises diplomatic approach to Vatican Radio issue | 
Text of report in English from Italian news agency ANSA web site 


Rome, 12 April: Italian Foreign Minister Lamberto Dini today lauded 

the government's decision to soften the tones of a dispute with the 

Holy See over allegedly dangerous electromagnetic emissions from its 
radio network outside Rome. 


"I strongly approve of the cabinet's decisions concerning Vatican 
Radio emissions," said Dini, referring to Premier Giuliano Amato's 
surprise move yesterday in which he blocked a tough Environment 
Ministry ultimatum to the Vatican. 


Environment Minister Willer Bordon issued an ordinance on Tuesday 
night [10 April] telling the Vatican that electricity supply to the 
radio towers in Cesano to the north of Rome would be cut on Monday 
[16 April] unless the illegal emissions were reduced, sparking 
outrage in some Vatican quarters. 


But Dini stressed today that dialogue and diplomacy were essential in 
Italo-Vatican relations. 


"The need to respect Italian laws has been accompanied by awareness 
that we must proceed through dialogue in order to reach mutually 
acceptable solutions, a line which respects the international accords 
governing relations between Italy and the Holy See," the minister 
said. 


He pointed out that talks on Tuesday between Italy and the Vatican 
had resulted in a pledge from the Holy See to reduce the emissions 


starting from Monday. 


"That confirmed the Vatican's willingness to conform to the norms and 


demonstrated the validity of bilateral negotiating methods," Dini 
said. 


He also emphasised that the cabinet was no longer split on the issue. 


"The cabinet as a whole now backs this position," he said, adding 
that all had agreed on 30 April as the deadline for "definitively 
reduced" emissions. 


Equal Opportunities Minister Katia Bellillo, a member of the Italian 
Communists party, later made the same point as Dini, saying that "a 
diplomatic approach has been adopted. One cannot wage war against 
other states, in this case the Vatican." Bordon later criticised 
left-wing and environmental groups for failing to support him, saying 
that the "lay left" had been "deafeningly silent" on the issue and 
asking "where were the environmentalists when they were needed?" But 
he also played down the cabinet split, saying that the government had 
shown that it shared his concerns and was considering moving the 
broadcasting towers. 


The Environment Ministry has released data according to which Vatican 
Radio emission levels are at least seven times over the Italian legal 
limit and magistrates are investigating whether a clutch of leukemia 
cases in Cesano could be linked to electromagnetic pollution, known 
in Italy as "“electrosmog". 


Meanwhile, the head of the environmental group Legambiente, Ermete 
Realacci, today blasted Health Minister and renowned oncologist 
Umberto Veronesi, who has said that alarm over electrosmog is 
excessive and that it does not merit being a priority in government 
campaigns to improve the nation’s health. 


Realacci argued that the "principle of precaution" should be applied 
until the results of definitive research are available. 


Agriculture Minister Alfonso Pecoraro Scanio also weighed into the 
debate, saying that emissions from NATO's military radio network in 
Naples could be dangerously high as well. 


"I think the next step will be to tell NATO to quit releasing an 
enormous quantity of electrosmog into the atmosphere in Naples," he 
said. [see ITALY/USA above] 


According to the results of a Web-based survey of 1,000 Italians, 84 
per cent believe that their health could be endangered by city 


antennas and transmitters. 


On 14 February Italy became one of the first countries in the world 


to adopt legislation aimed at protecting its population from 
electromagnetic pollution. 


According to the Wall Street Journal Europe, the regulations are very 
strict, capping emissions at 20 times lower than internationally 
accepted guidelines on electromagnetic radiation. 


At least 200,000 Italians are thought to be regularly exposed to 
emissions from electromagnetic fields at a level which could 
adversely affect their health.

Italy defers to higher power, reaches uneasy truce with Vatican Radio

of Rome. Italy has deferred to a higher power and negotiated an 
uneasy truce with the Vatican in the running battle over 
electromagnetic radiation from the Vatican's radio station. 


In a compromise with its previously uncompromising position, the 
Italian government has now given Vatican Radio until the end of April 
to negotiate a reduction in electromagnetic emissions, according to 
reports by the BBC and the Associated Press. 


Vatican Radio, which had been threatened with a shutdown, said it was 
satisfied with the decision. The announcement came after a five-hour 
meeting of government ministers. 


Residents near the Vatican's transmission center claim that excessive 
electromagnetic levels -- dubbed electrosmog by the Italian media -- 
have caused an unusually high number of cases of leukemia in the 
area. 


The Italian Environment Minister, Willer Bordon, had threatened to 
cut off electricity to Vatican Radio next week if it did not 
dramatically reduce its emissions to bring it in line with Italy's 
strict laws on radiation. But Prime Minister Giuliano Amato overruled 
Bordon, raising speculation about a damaging cabinet split. 


Health Minister Umberto Veronesi, an eminent cancer specialist in 
private life, further muddied the waters by questioning the relation 


between electrosmog and an increase in cancer. 


The cabinet’s decision, which forces the Vatican to comply with 
regulations but gives it more time to do so, is seen as a compromise 
between these divergent opinions (via Mike Terry, hard-core-dx via
